END OF THE 
RECESSION?

Federal Reserve Chairman Ben Bernanke said Tuesday 
that the worst recession since the 1930s is probably 
over. 

Bernanke said the economy likely is growing now, but 
it won’t be sufficient to prevent the unemployment rate, 
now at a 26 -year high of 9.7 percent, from rising. 

“The recession is very likely over at this point,” 
Bernanke said in responding to questions at the 
Brookings Institution. 

The Fed boss also said he is confident that Congress 
will enact a revamp of the nation’s financial rule book 
to prevent a future crisis from happening. 


“I feel quite confident that a comprehensive reform 
will be forthcoming,” Bernanke said. It has been “too 
big a calamity” over the past year, with the near melt- 
down of the U.S. financial system, for Congress not to 
take action, he added. 

President Obama on Monday urged Congress to 
enact legislation this year. 

Bernanke’s speech at Brookings was identical to the 
one he delivered last month at a Fed conference in 
Wyoming. Analysts predict the economy is growing in 
the current quarter, which ends Sept. 30, at an annual 
rate of 3 to 4 percent. It contracted at a 1 percent pace 
in the second quarter.

CHARGE 
OF RACISM 

Former President 
Jimmy Carter said 
Tuesday that U.S. 
Rep. Joe Wilson’s 
outburst was an 
act “based on 
racism” and rooted 
in fears of a black 
president. “There is 
an inherent feeling 
among many in 
this country that an 
African-American 
should not be 
president,” Carter 
said at a town 
hall held at his 
presidential center 
in Atlanta. 


But Wilson has refused to apologize again, 
and the Republican leadership has backed 
him, noting that the president accepted the 
congressman’s first apology 
Wilson told his colleagues on the House floor 
Tuesday: “I think it is clear to the American 
people that there are far more important issues 
facing this nation than what we are addressing 
right now ... {The president] graciously accept- 
ed my apology, and the issue is over.” 

But a number of Democratic lawmakers 


contended that Wilson’s outburst had been a 
breach of decorum and that he had brought 
“discredit to the House” when he accused 
Obama of lying when the president asserted 
that his health-care overhaul would not ben- 
efit illegal immigrants. 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi initially thought 
that the public rebuke would serve as a distrac- 
tion from the health-care debate but yielded to 
lawmakers.

Officials: Kelly tried to kill 
himself after pleading guilty

Christopher Kelly, who died from an apparent overdose this week- 
end, had tried to kill himself four days earlier after pleading guilty 
to federal charges, officials said Tuesday 

Country Club Hills Police Chief Regina Evans said Kelly appar- 
ently took over-the-counter medication just hours after entering the 
plea on Sept. 8. He called a friend seeking help, she said, and they 
drove to a hospital but didn’t go inside. 

“He convinced his friends he was OK and just wanted to go home,” 
she said. “They decided Mr. Kelly did not need help at that time.” 

But in the following days, friends and family tried to get him help, 
she said. 

On Friday night, Kelly set up photographs of his children in a 
rented trailer in a lumber yard in Country Club Hills, then ingested 
pills, according to a source with specific knowledge of the investiga- 
tion into Kelly’s death. 

For some reason, he then left the trailer and attempted to drive 
away from the area. He made it only about ioo feet in the park- 
ing lot of the Forest Fumber yard before contacting his girlfriend, 
touching off a chain of events that saw Kelly taken to two hospitals 
before he died. 

Evans said Tuesday an “unopened box of rat poison” was found at 
the scene. There was also “a sleeping bag, there were photos of three 
young girls and miscellaneous other items including food, trash and 
clothing,” she added. 

Evans said the suburb’s investigation has concluded the death

Blagojevich publicist Glenn Selig issued a brief statement Tuesday 
about the ex-governor’s plans. Selig said he did not know whether 
Blagojevich or his wife would deliver any remarks. 


“was an apparent suicide” and no one else was involved. “There is 
no evidence whatsoever of involvement by other persons.” 

The chief said a friend of Kelly’s gave police a note that may have 
been written by Kelly She stopped short of calling it a suicide note, 
and declined to describe its contents in deference to Kelly’s family 

Evans described the note as rambling and “personal in nature,” 
but not addressed to anyone in particular. 

She said it hasn’t even been confirmed it was written by Kelly, but 
the “implication was it may have been.” The note has been sent to 
the state crime lab for analysis, she said. 

One of Kelly’s best friends, who had been sought by police since 
attempting to drive Kelly’s SUV from Oak Forest Hospital, has 
given a statement to police detailing what happened that night, the 
Tribune has learned. 

The friend, Michael Allen, gave his statement to authorities on 
Monday, said a source with specific knowledge of the situation. 

Allen, who could not be reached for comment, is not believed to 
be a target of any investigation. 


Officer 
accused 
of beating 
CTA driver

Several investigations are under way into alle- 
gations that an off-duty Chicago police officer 
beat a CTA bus driver aboard his downtown bus 
Saturday 

The officer accused the driver of cutting him 
off in traffic as he rode a bicycle on a Foop street, 
officials said. 

Officials from the driver’s union said they 
have viewed a videotape from the bus camera 
that recorded the beating. “This guy, without any 
provocation that we can see on tape, assaulted 
our bus driver,” said Darrell Jefferson, president 
of Amalgamated Transit Union Focal 241, who 
did not see the tape but was briefed about it. “He 
punched him several times. Then he got off the 
bus, came back on the bus and punched him a 
couple more times.” 

Police officials said detectives are investigat- 
ing. The matter also has been referred to the 
Independent Police Review Authority, which 
investigates allegations of officer misconduct. No 
charges have been filed against the officer, who 
already had been relieved of his police powers 
because of an unrelated matter, officials said. 


Some drug screenings 
to be very public 

Privacy and modesty are taking a back seat to public 
safety when it comes to testing some commercial 
transportation workers for illegal drugs and alcohol. 
Under a new directive from the U.S. Department of 
Transportation, bus drivers, truckers, train operators, 
commercial pilots, ship captains and other personnel 
who have failed or refused to take prior drug and 
alcohol tests must now urinate in front of the 
“collector” administering the test.

16 things to 
know about 
Chicago’s 
2016 
Olympic bid

Chicago has sought to host the Olympics several times, but has never won the gold. 
The closest call came in 1904, but St. Louis stole the Games from Chicago’s grasp. 
More than a century later, it’s the 16th of September, with 16 days left until the ’16 
Olympics site is decided. Here’s a look back at 16 key moments in the current bid: 


July 2004 

Mayor 
Daley scoffs 
at the idea of 
Chicago hosting 
the Games: “The 
Olympics is a con- 
struction industry. 
They wanted 
$2 million from 
me just to make 
a proposal. They 
want to build 
everything new.”

2 July 2005 The Tribune 
reports that Daley is 
seriously considering a bid 
for the 2016 Olympics. 


3 December 
2005 Daley 
floats the 
idea of luring a 
second NFL team 
to Chicago and 
building a domed 
stadium big 
enough to be used 
for the Olympics. 
(Soldier Field isn’t.) 
Nothing came 
of that idea; the 
current plan calls 
fora temporary 
Olympics stadium 
in Washington Park 
on the South Side.

4 May 2006 Aon founder Patrick Ryan 
is named to head Chicago’s 
bid committee. 


5 March 2007 The City Council 
overwhelmingly approves a 
$500 million guarantee to back 
the Olympics bid. Also, the Chicago 
Park District votes to reserve $15 million 
to help pay for a sports venue if the city 
wins the 2016 Games. 


6 April 2007 

Chicago 
becomes the 
official U.S. bid city, hav- 
ing bested Flouston, 
Philadelphia, San 
Francisco and finally L.A. 


7 September 2007 Chicago admits 
a logo no-no. The original Chicago 
2016 logo violated an International 
Olympic Committee rule that only host cit- 
ies— not bid cities-can use the torch symbol. 
Chicago 2016 adopts a new logo with the 
six-pointed star that adorns the city’s flag. 


8 June 2008 

Chicago 
becomes a 
2016 Olympics final- 
ist, pitted against 
Tokyo, Madrid and 
Rio de Janeiro.

B NEW YORK Counterterrorism officials 
are warning police departments around 
the country to be on the lookout for evidence 
of homemade bombs following raids on sev- 
eral New York City apartments in a hunt for 
explosives and possible links to A1 Qaeda 
operatives. 

Investigators issued warrants to search

The searches came after a man, who was 
under surveillance for possible links to the 
terrorism network, visited New York City 
over the weekend and then left the area, said 
Rep. Peter King (R-N. Y).

Are local rockers 
Filligar as contagious 
as poison oak? 

By Matt Pais 

Going to Ivy League institution 
Dartmouth University doesn't do a lot 
for a band's street cred. But Lincoln 
Park native and Filligar singer-guitarist 
Johnny Mathias insists the pop-rock- 
ers shouldn’t be lumped in with the 
Columbia University grads of that other 
Ivy League-affiliated band. 

“Maybe the reputation is this preten- 
tious, popped-collar, Vampire Weekend 
kind of thing,” says Mathias from the 
New Hampshire house he until recendy 
shared with his bandmates/older twin 
brothers Pete (drums) and Teddy (bass) 
and childhood friend Casey Gibson 
(keyboards). “We’re not kicking around 


on a schooner playing croquet.” 

No, there's nothing snooty about this 
local quartet, which turns indie pop into 
something folksy on their latest, “Near 
and Far.” It might call to mind early 
Wilco if they were feeling a little funky, 
or Ben Folds going on a road trip. 

This winter, Filligar (named after 
Johnny Mathias' twin sister's childhood 
fish), who have played with the Black 
Keys and whose music has been all over 
MTV on shows like “The Real World” 
and “16 and Pregnant,” will return to 
Chicago to record a new, bluesier disc. 
Mathias, who turns 21 on Sept. 27, 
checked in before the band's largest 
tour takes them to nearly 30 cities in 
seven weeks. 

So, Mr Ivy League, how often do you 
pop your collar? 

[Laughs} Only {during) that {Three 6 


Mafia] song, “Ever since I can remem- 
ber I been popping my collar.” When 
that song comes on, if I’m wearing a 
collared shirt, I'll probably pop it. 

What are you excited for— and con- 
cerned about— on this tour? 

I’m just really excited to get a slice of 
America. It's really going to be cool to 
travel around, road- tripping to all these 
different places. ... The biggest concern 
is we gotta familiarize ourselves with 
the car engine and just make sure that 
if we break down somewhere we're 
going to be able to {fix it] in the right 
amount of time. ... We've been trying 
to balance the party scene with being 
disciplined. That's another thing that's 
going to be difficult about our tour. It’s 
going to be a lot of fun. Each stop is an 
opportunity to party and go wild. I'm 
not saying we're not going to do that, 




but it’s going to be hard to keep some 
of these guys focused. Including myself. 
It's going to be nice too; I'm going to be 
21. I'm going to be able to walk into a 
bar without having X's on my hands for 
the first time. 

Tell me a funny tour story. 

We're in Nashville and we decided to 
call it at night, but Casey and Teddy 
wanted to get a sense of the city Pete 
and I are sitting {around wondering 
where these guys are]; Casey comes 
back and says Teddy went off with this 
girl or something like that. We have no 
idea where he went. The next morning 
Teddy shows up with 10 or 15 pairs or 
sunglasses. The girl he went home with 
worked at some sunglasses designer firm 
and just hooked him up with all these 
sunglasses. So the rest of the trip we're 
just wearing these ridiculous glasses.

(Bloodshot Records) 

The buzz: As inaccurately named as 
Manchester Orchestra, SYGC is a local 
orchestral indie-pop outfit that previously 
has sounded like big Belle and Sebastian 
fans. “Horse” is the group’s third record and, 
following 2007’s smart, catchy self-titled disc, 
their second for hometown label Bloodshot 
Records. 

The verdict: “SYGC” was a cascading 
emotional storm that simultaneously tossed 
and charmed. “Horse” is more like a hangover: 
moody, full of regret and difficult to get 
through, taking the band’s self-deprecation to 
new, blunt levels of anger and shame. Singer 
Elia Einhorn, who has a nice knack for detail, 




spends much of the record discussing betrayal, 
STDs, one-night stands and other subjects 
about which he seemingly wishes he knew less 
than he does. His broken-hearted wails weigh 
on even the more uptempo, symphonic tunes 
(like “I Pretend She’s You”) and often renders 
the disc an abrasive, depressing listen, though 
Mary Ralph’s vocals make the serene “Sixteen 
is Too Young” a showstopper. (The rollicking 
“Tear Down the Opera House” comes later as 
much-needed relief.) Full of Chicago-centric 
references to things like the Music Box Theatre 
and Ogilvie Station, “Horse” is sometimes 
funny (on “Libertyvilleor Somewhere,” Elia 
blames an STD on the process of getting over 
an ex), sometimes insightful and frequently 
uncomfortable-like a relationship dangling on 
the edge of something kinda good or pretty 
bad. Singing about pain can be therapeutic, but 
listening to therapy can be painful. 


Is receiving sunglasses an unspoken sign of 
commitment? 

Maybe the sunglasses were kinda like collat- 
eral. When we’re in Nashville, Teddy might be 
obligated to call this girl now 

Tell me something random about the band. 

Teddy just got poison oak and now he has 
oatmeal all over his legs as the treatment. ... It 
looks like he’s got spackle all over his legs. 

Are you all sitting in a bathtub right now? 

Yfeah, we’ve got some nice scented candles lit. 
I feel bad; he’s kind of been plagued by this 
poison oak for the past week and a half. He’s 
been itching it. 

Are you hoping your music is equally conta- 
gious? 

Yeah, that’s exactly what we’re going for. ‘As 
contagious as poison oak,” that would be the 
ideal review. 


Describe your sound in five words or less. 

It’s difficult because I think from CD to CD 
it’s all different. I think “classic rock meets a 
new generation.” Indie pop, Americana folk. 

That was more than five words. 

You’d think I’d be more articulate. ... One 
critic said, “Indie pop meets hallucinogenic 
Americana folk.” 

You say that unlike Vampire Weekend you’re 
not represented by yachts and cardigans. Then 
what are you represented by? 

We’ll figure it out, but we’ll be wearing cow- 
boy boots probably 

So you’re Midwestern cowboys who go 
to Dartmouth and play hallucinogenic 
Americana. 

Yeah. Is that five words?

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‘UrinetowrT writers 
aim high with another 
offbeat production 

By Matt McGuire 

Succeed on Broadway, win some Tony awards and 
the rest is smooth sailing, right? 

Not necessarily so, as Greg Kotis and Mark 
Hollmann are finding out. 

The pair of former Chicagoans had a hit with 
the hilarious and unconventional “Urinetown: The 
Musical,” which cleaned up on Broadway, toured 
nationally and took home three Tony awards 
in 2002. (Kotis won for best musical book and 
Hollmann for best score. Director John Rando 
also won.) 

The next production from Kotis and Hollmann, 
“Yeast Nation (The Triumph of Life),” has its 
Chicago premiere this month, with previews 
starting Thursday And despite success with 
“Urinetown,” the duo has faced its share of skep- 
tics. They’ve also shown what happens when you 
bet against them. 

Expect a high-energy musical— songs are reminis- 
cent of REO Speedwagon, Bruce Springsteen and 
X— that, like “Urinetown,” addresses issues of sus- 
tainability You also can expect Kotis and Hollmann 
to do it in the most offbeat way imaginable. 


Do you have any concerns that people will find 
out you’ve written a musical about single-cell 
organisms (yeasts) that takes place roughly 3 tril- 
lion years ago and say, 'They’ve gone mainstream. 
They’re playing it safe”? 

Kotis: [Laughs] There are worries every now and 
then. When you work on a show— any show, but 
this one is extreme— you wonder if, when you trot 
out your Frankenstein monster, other people will 
find it as beautiful as you do. We’re so in the mid- 
dle of the forest right now, all we can see are trees. 
We don’t know what the forest looks like. 


Juneau, Alaska, seems like an unusual place to 
premiere "Yeast Nation,” your first production after 
winning Tony awards with "Urinetown.” 

Hollmann: At the time, we shared the same literary 
agency with PJ Paparelli, who at that time was the 
artistic director at Perseverance Theatre in Juneau. 
[Paparelli is now the artistic director at Chicago’s 
American Theater Company] 

Kotis: PJ was ... looking for a new musical project 
that existed in a complete form. 

That said, you were riding high. Didn’t you have 
your pick of cities and theaters to premiere 
"Yeast Nation”? 

Kotis: We thought that too. We thought we’d get 
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Yeast Nation (The Triumph of Life)

to have our musicals done in short order. We were 
soon humbled. We put this together in a reading 
form twice. Once at the Public Theatre [in New 
York] and once at the Manhattan Theater Club. It 
was an earlier version and was in many ways differ- 
ent than what we have here. Certainly the score was 
a lot different. It didn’t grab anybody The producers 
we were able to present it to, they might have liked 
it creatively, but they didn’t know how they were 
going to make it work as a business proposition. 

Sounds like a similar situation you found yourself 
in with "Urinetown,” when Chicago’s Neo-Futurists 
passed on producing "Urinetown” before you 
brought it to New York. 

Kotis: It wasn’t that the Neo-Futurists didn’t want 


to do it, it’s that they were expanding the 
administration of the company So they had to 
choose between hiring a business manager and 
doing “Urinetown.” I think that’s what that was 
about. 

Hollmann: Greg has such an original sense 
of humor and storytelling, that it doesn’t 
press the same buttons that commercial pro- 
ducers are used to having pushed for shows 
they produce. The show is a close cousin of 
“Urinetown,” but it certainly doesn’t offer the 
expected musical-comedy ending [in which] all 
solutions are solvable. Greg has a much darker 
take on the world. A lot of producers can’t see 
down that road with us. 

You’ve written a musical about salt-eating 
yeasts. You premiered it in Alaska. Have you 
ever talked with your therapist about self- 
sabotage? 

Kotis: f Laughs } I don’t have a therapist. 

That might be the problem.

Wash your hands early and often. That’s stan- 
dard advice for preventing the flu. But that’s 
not always practical. 

If hand-washing isn’t possible, the federal 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
suggests using alcohol-based hand rubs. Studies 
show that products with sufficient alcohol con- 
tent are effective at reducing the number of 
viral and bacterial germs on the hands. These 
products are also quick and convenient. 

Note that only hand sanitizers that contain 
at least 60 percent alcohol are effective (Some 
products on the market contain just 40 percent). 
Either gel or liquid is fine, but choose products 
that contain isopropyl or ethanol alcohol. 

Also note that hand sanitizers are different 
from antimicrobial soap. Antibacterial soap is 
used with water and is marketed as being able 
to kill bacteria. Studies show, however, that 
antibacterial soap is no more effective than 
nonantibacterial soap.

Translate your 
taste to wine 

This one is for the wine newbies. 

How, you might ask, are you supposed to know what type of wine 
will please your palate if youVe never had it before? The answer to this 
quandary can be found by taking a look at the types of non-alcoholic 
beverages you enjoy on an everyday basis. Over time, our palates come 
to prefer certain flavors and textures when it comes to our food and 
drinks, and wine is no exception. 

If you prefer sweeter beverages such as lemon-lime soda or lemon- 
ade, I would suggest starting off with a sweeter wine such as riesling, 
which features similar flavors of tart citrus fruits. 

Regular drinkers of astringent beverages such as non-sweetened tea 
can go straight to red wine. Iced tea has less of an astringent quality, so 
if you like that, a lighter-bodied red wine such as pinot noir would be a 
good starting point. 

A more full-bodied red wine such as cabernet sauvignon is a better 
match for fans of hot black tea, which is stronger and more bitter than 
the iced version. Cola and root beer drinkers would appreciate a robust 
and fruity red vine such as zinfandel, which can be just as spicy 

If you take your coffee with cream, I would suggest chardonnay 
because it also is creamy and can taste of caramel, toast and vanilla. And 
if you skip the cream and sugar and take your coffee black, try a malbec, 
which often has hints of black fruits, mocha and roasted coffee beans. 

Here are some suggestions on swapping out your go- to beverage for 
wine. 


E For lemon-lime soda 

Polka Dot riesling, Germany, $9: Light and crisp with flavors of 
lemon zest, green apples and honey. 



For black coffee 

Bodega NQN Malma malbec, Argentina, $12: Soft, silky texture with 
notes of black berries and chocolate-covered espresso beans.
